Charges laid 
after horses 
found in snow 

animals An Edmonton 
lawyer has been charged 
with three counts of ani¬ 
mal cruelty, after two of 
his horses had to be res¬ 
cued from a B.C. moun¬ 
tainside. 

Frank MacKay has 
been accused of dump¬ 
ing two horses off near 
McBride, B.C., around 
Christmas. 

Snowmobilers found 
the animals, Sundance 
and Belle, trapped in the 
snow. 

It took a week for vol¬ 
unteer rescuers to dig a 
one-lcilometre trench, be¬ 
fore the horses could be 
rescued on Dec. 23. 

The horses, who were 
frostbitten and malnour¬ 
ished, were placed with 
permanent homes by the 
BC SPCA.

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Images of oil-slick 
tailings ponds and behe¬ 
moth smoke stacks from 
Alberta’s oilsands will be 
viewed by roughly 10 mil¬ 
lion people around the 
world in a feature story 
inside the March edition 
of National Geographic. 

The article refers to the 
mills as “dark” and “Sa¬ 
tanic” and the images 
show glimpses of what 
life’s like in Alberta’s once 
booming oilsands and in 
Fort McMurray. 

In one photo, a photog¬ 
rapher captures an ex¬ 
tremely long lineup of 
customers in a Mac’s con¬ 
venience store. 

In another image, a 
radar device floats in a 
slick tailings pond. The 


device is designed to scare 
away birds from landing 
in the toxic water. 

“The magazine does 
have an international 
reach and for the first 
time, many people 
around the globe are go¬ 
ing to get a sense of the 
tremendous environmen¬ 
tal and human rights 
costs of tarsands extrac¬ 
tion,” said Mike Hudema, 
a spokesman with Green¬ 
peace. 

“Being able to show 
that to the world ... is a 
good step in the right di¬ 
rection.” 

The article says the 
province’s carbon emis¬ 
sions will level off by 
2020. By 2050, it adds, 
they will decline below 
levels that were seen in 
2005. 

The article says the 
commitment to reducing 


carbon emissions is 
greater than that of the 
U.S. government. The arti¬ 
cle also included an inter¬ 
view with Premier Ed Stel¬ 
mach, the government 
confirmed yesterday. 

Jason Chance, a 
spokesman with Alberta’s 
energy department, says 
the article is fair in its ap¬ 
proach to the oilsands as 
it also covers the indus¬ 
try’s successes. 

“It has tried to provide 
some balance and some of 
the statements in there 
are made by different in¬ 
dividuals who may not 


have a fully balanced ap¬ 
proach,” said Chance. 

Hudema says the maga¬ 
zine will further harm Al¬ 
berta’s image because of 
its “real” look into the oil¬ 
sands. 

“It’s a really horrific site 
of what we’re doing (in Al¬ 
berta),” said Hudema. 

“We’re talking about 
carving massive amounts 
of boreal forest and 
ecosystems to build mas¬ 
sive gigantic tarpits.”

Dreams came true for a 
couple young Oilers fans 
yesterday, who met their 
hockey heroes in real life. 

For 17-year-old right¬ 
winger Shannon Boese, 
watching Ales 
Hemsky glide 
through prac¬ 
tice yesterday 
was more 
than a chance 
to improve 
her game. 

The Camrose 
Grizzly was 
almost 

benched per¬ 
manently, 
when she was 
diagnosed 
with a brain 
tumour last year. 

“The night before my sur¬ 
gery, they told me I might 
not be able to walk for a 
year,” she said yesterday. 

Not only is Boese walk¬ 
ing, but she’s playing 
hockey and faithfully fol¬ 
lowing her favourite 
team, which she says gave 
her motivation to get 


back on the ice. 

“They’re such good peo¬ 
ple,” she said. “You see 
them fall down, get up, get 
their teeth knocked out 
and they keep on going. 
When you get hurt, you 
don’t just quit — you keep 
on kicking.” 

Boese joined Todd Davi¬ 
son, a wheel¬ 
chair-bound 
12-year-old 
with cerebral 
palsy, who was 
awestruck in 
the presence 
of defenceman 
Steve Staios 
and centre An¬ 
drew 
Cogliano. 

The pair 
came face-to- 
face with the 
players thanks 
to the Children’s Wish 
Foundation which recently 
raised enough cash to put 
Davison in a wheelchair 
that helps him stand. 

“One of his absolute 
dreams was to stand up at a 
hockey game and cheer on 
the Oilers,” said Todd’s 
mother, Cymantha Davison. 
“Now he’s able to do that.”

Snowed streets likely to slow buses: Transit

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Transit riders can expect 
delays at many bus stops 
across the city as drivers 
have to contend with poor, 
snow-covered roads, 
warned Edmonton Transit 
yesterday. 


Patricia Dixon, a spokes¬ 
woman with Edmonton 
Transit, says bus divers are 
dealing with longer than 
usual traffic jams along 
many major routes. 

“Sometimes buses are up 
to 15 minutes late, some¬ 
times they’re not late at 
all, it just depends on what 
time of the day a rider 


catches the bus and what’s 
been happening in the af¬ 
ternoon on the roads,” said 
Dixon. 

Bob Dunford, director of 
roadway maintenance for 
the city’s transportation, 
said crews were out all 
night and are expected to 
continue this morning to 
clear snow along some of 


the city’s busiest roads and 
bus routes. 

Crews also plan to be 
out each night plowing 
the roads until Friday, 
Dunford said. 

Tow trucks have also been 
placed at many of the city’s 
bridges to keep traffic going 
during rush hour because of 
the snow, said the city.

“People realize that if 
all the local independent 
businesses go under, the 
selection is going to go 
down, and the service 
is going to go down,” 
he said.

New shelter just purr-feet 

Humane society's $22M facility boasts medical wing, daycare

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Edmonton’s new animal 
shelter will offer 
everything from 
television sets for 
sheltered cats and a giant 
gated-off leash area for lo¬ 
cal pet owners to a dog 
and cat cafe when it offi¬ 
cially opens to the public 
later this spring. 

The Edmonton Humane 
Society says that its new 
$22.5-million centre, locat¬ 
ed near 134 Avenue and 
163 Street, will be a “desti¬ 
nation facility” for animals 


and pet owners. 

“We are going to change 
the face of how animals 
are cared for in this com¬ 
munity from an animal’s 
perspective,” said Steph¬ 
anie McDonald, the soci¬ 
ety’s executive director. 

The state-of-the-art ani¬ 
mal shelter will also offer a 
medical wing for animals, 
including a surgery prep 
area and recovery room. 

The centre will also 
clamp down on disease 
prevention with a high- 
tech air exchange machine 
that will circulate air in 
quarantined kennels for 
sick animals. 


Cat kennels will be 
equipped with skylights, 
outdoor patios and televi¬ 
sion monitors that will 
flash nurturing images to 
maintain a feline’s mental 
health. 

“We have the responsi¬ 
bility to meet an animal’s 
mental health require¬ 
ments,” said McDonald. 

The centre will also offer 
summer day camps which 


will educate young chil¬ 
dren on how to take care 
of animals, and it will offer 
various paid services at the 
centre to support the shel¬ 
ter. 

Those services include a 
doggie daycare, a mem¬ 
ber s-only leash area that’s 
the size of two football 
fields, and rooms the socie¬ 
ty can rent out for birthday 
parties.

Mountie regrets death 


taser inquiry A Mountie 
who confronted Robert 
Dzielcanslci at Vancouver’s 
airport said he regrets the 
Polish immigrant died, but 
said he doubts he would 
have done anything differ¬ 
ently. 

RCMP Const. Gerry Run- 
del told the Braidwood In¬ 
quiry yesterday that 
Dzielcanslci’s death was a 
“terrible outcome” and 
one that was not intended. 

“There have been a lot of 
people, a lot of agencies, 
that have dealt with Mr. 
Dzielcanslci right from the 
time he left Poland,” Run- 
del said. “I’m sure there is¬ 
n’t one person that’s look¬ 
ing back and wondering if 
they could have done 
something differently. 

“With the limited infor¬ 
mation we had, I can’t say 
that we could have done 


anything differently.” 

The 40-year-old Polish 
immigrant died in the ear¬ 
ly morning hours of Oct. 
14 following a confronta¬ 
tion with four officers in 
which he was Tasered mul¬ 
tiple times. 

The Mounties arrived at 
the scene armed with 
faulty data from their dis¬ 
patcher, including incor¬ 
rect information that 
Dzielcanslci was intoxicat¬ 
ed and was throwing 
chairs through glass win¬ 
dows. 

Earlier in the day, Walter 
Kosteclcyj, the lawyer for 
Dzielcanslci’s mother ques¬ 
tioned Rundel on why, if 
there were four officers, 
one of them didn’t call for 
an interpreter or talk to 
witnesses to find out what 
occurred before their ar¬ 
rival.

SARS victims get day in court 


law It has been nearly six 
years since the first cluster 
of SARS cases appeared in 
Toronto hospitals and 
those most directly affect¬ 
ed — hospital patients, 
nurses and their families 
— have waited almost that 
long for their day in court. 

The Ontario government 
heads to court today in a 
legal battle with SARS vic¬ 
tims, who argue the 
province placed concerns 
about tourism and the 
economy ahead of eradi¬ 
cating the deadly disease. 

The province argues 
members of the public 
have no right to sue the 
government for failing to 
stop the spread of a com¬ 
municable disease. 

Lawyers for the attorney 
general are asking the On¬ 
tario Court of Appeal to 
throw out five lawsuits 
filed on behalf of dozens

who were infected, includ¬ 
ing a group of 53 health 
care workers. 

Among them is Emma 
Abarquez, who was a nurse 
at Scarborough Grace Hos¬ 
pital when its first SARS 
patient arrived March 7, 
2003. Abarquez soon came 
down with the illness 
named Severe Acute Respi- 
ratoiy Syndrome and was 
isolated in hospital. 

Two other nurses, Tecla 
Lin and Nelia Laroza, died 
in a second wave of SARS 
that broke out in May 
2003, after Ontario de¬ 
clared the provincial 
health emergency over.

Drunk driving battle waged 

Proposed initiative just political optics, official argues 


The battle over whether to 
lower the legal limit for 
impaired driving is again 
being waged in 
Parliament, with even the 
police and some advocacy 
groups questioning 
whether it is necessary. 

Emile Therien, past presi¬ 
dent of the Canada Safety 
Council, said yesterday the 
proposed initiative has 
more to do with law-and- 
order optics than actually 
reducing the number of 
drunk drivers.

“We are by far the tough¬ 
est in the world because we 
criminalize it (impaired 
driving),” he said, adding 
that lowering the legal 
blood alcohol limit will only 


make criminals of responsi¬ 
ble social drinkers. 

“This had nothing to do 
with public safety. This is all 
optics, part of the ‘tough on 
crime.’” 

The Canada Safety Coun¬ 
cil is to make its presenta¬ 
tion today to the all-party 
justice committee charged 
with studying whether the 
blood alcohol levels should 
be reduced to 50 milligrams 
per 100 millilitres of blood, 
from the current 80 mg. 

The Conservative govern¬ 


ment’s Tackling Violent 
Crime Act dealt in part with 
getting tougher on drunk 
drivers, but stopped short of 
lowering the threshold. 

New Democrat Party jus¬ 
tice critic MP Joe Comartin 
said he remains to be con¬ 
vinced that amending the 
Criminal Code is needed, 
adding he hopes the 
provinces instead will incor¬ 
porate reduced levels and 
greater restrictions in their 
statutes.

Coroner would share child death files 


Ottawa, provinces probing 
possible high-speed train link 


rail It has been repeatedly 
studied for decades, but Ot¬ 
tawa, Queen’s Park and the 
Quebec government are 
spending $3 million to 
probe the feasibility of a 
high-speed rail link be¬ 
tween Quebec City and 
Windsor. 

The three levels of gov¬ 
ernment announced the 
EcoTrain Consortium — 
composed of Dessau, MMM, 
KPMG, Wilbur Smith & As¬ 
sociates, and Deutsche 


Bahn International — will 
study the proposal. 

“We have jointly, the 
three of us, commissioned 
a report,” Ontario Premier 
Dalton McGuinty told re¬ 
porters yesterday. 

“I like it because it fights 
climate change, it fights 
traffic congestion, so it en¬ 
hances our productivity lev¬ 
els, it creates jobs and it en¬ 
hances our quality of life,” 
McGuinty said.

coroner’s office is willing 
to provide Ontario’s child 
advocate detailed informa¬ 
tion on the 90 deaths of 
children in the child wel¬ 
fare system in 2007, with 
names removed to protect 
privacy. 

Irwin Elman, in his an¬ 
nual report to the provin¬ 
cial legislature this week, 
said his inability to access 
this information makes it 
difficult to do his job. 

Privacy laws prohibit the 
coroner from releasing 


background reports on 
these deaths, said deputy 
chief coroner Dr. Bert 
Lauwers. 

But Lauwers, who heads 
the chief coroner’s pedi¬ 
atric death review commit¬ 
tee, which examines all 
child deaths in the 
province, said he is pre¬ 
pared to give Elman the re¬ 
ports with names re¬ 
moved. 

“Certainly we have of¬ 
fered in the past to provide 
reports with information 
redacted,” he said yester- 


day. 

“We look forward to 
working with the advocate 
in the future and develop¬ 
ing a workable memoran¬ 
dum of understanding to 
provide him the informa¬ 
tion he needs to continue 
with his important man¬ 
date.” 

Amendments to the 
Coroner’s Act before the 
legislature would give the 
coroner’s office authority 
to release any information 
it feels is important to pro¬ 
tect public safety, which 


could include giving re¬ 
ports to Elman’s office 
with identifying informa¬ 
tion, Lauwers added. 

Of the 90 deaths in 2007 
that Elman highlighted in 
his report, only 40 are “of 
concern,” Lauwers said. 

That’s because 14 of the 
deaths were expected due 
to fragile health and 36 
were cases where chil¬ 
dren’s aid societies were 
involved only as a result of 
the incident that led to the 
death, he said.

Mountains found 
in South Pole ice 


Jagged mountains the size 
of the Alps have been 
found entombed in 
Antarctica’s ice, giving 
new clues about the vast 
ice sheet that will raise 
world sea levels if even a 
fraction of it melts, scien¬ 
tists said yesterday. 

Using radar and gravity 
sensors, the experts made 
the first detailed maps of 
the Gamburtsev subglacial 
mountains, originally de¬ 
tected 50 years ago by 
Russian scientists at the 
heart of the East Antarctic 
ice sheet. 

“The surprising thing 


Sea levels 

• Antarctica has enough 
ice to raise world sea levels 
by about 57 metres if it 
ever all melted, so even a 
fractional melt would af¬ 
fect coasts around the 
globe. 

was that not only is this 
mountain range the size of 
the Alps, but it looks quite 
similar to the Alps, with 
high peaks and valleys,” 
said Fausto Ferraccioli, a 
geophysicist at the British 
Antarctic Survey who took 


part in the research. 

He said that the moun¬ 
tains would probably have 
been ground down almost 
flat if the ice sheet had 
formed slowly. But the 
presence of jagged peaks 
might mean the ice 
formed quickly, burying a 
landscape under up to four 
kilometres of ice. 

Ferraccioli said the maps 
were “the first page of a 
new book” of understand¬ 
ing how ice sheets behave, 
which in turn could help 
predict how the ice will re¬ 
act to global warming.

yesterday for a cartoon 
that ignited protests from 
readers who saw it as a 
racist depiction of U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
as a chimpanzee. 

In an article headlined 
Statement from Rupert 
Murdoch on Page 2 of the 
New York Post, Murdoch 
said the Feb. 18 cartoon 
was a mistake. 

“I promise you that we 
will seek to be more at¬ 
tuned to the sensitivities 
of our community,” wrote 
Murdoch, head of media 
giant News Corp., which 
owns the Post. 

The cartoon of a police¬ 
man shooting an ape 
played on the real shoot¬ 
ing of a pet chimpanzee 
in Connecticut. A police 
officer in the cartoon 
says, “They’ll have to find 
someone else to write the 
next stimulus bill.” 

The editorial cartoon 
ran a day after President 
Obama signed into law 
the $787-billion US eco¬ 
nomic stimulus that he 
had promoted, and the 
connection offended 
those who likened it to 
the racist, historic com¬ 
parison of blacks to lower 
primates. 
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Do we believe in freedom of speech?

o you believe in

course you do. 
It’s the corner¬ 
stone of our democracy. 
It’s etched in the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms: 
“Everyone has the follow¬ 
ing fundamental freedoms 
... b) freedom of thought, 


belief, opinion and expres¬ 
sion, including freedom of 
the press and other media 
of communication.” 

Pay attention, freedom 
lovers. Just because it’s in 
the charter, don’t believe 
everything you read. 

What if I asked the ques¬ 
tion this way: Do you be¬ 
lieve in freedom of speech 
for David Ahenalcew? He’s 
the Saskatchewan aborigi¬ 
nal leader who was first 
convicted, then acquitted, 
of spreading hate for ex¬ 
pressing the following 
opinion: 

“The Jews damn near 
owned all of Germany pri¬ 
or to the war. That’s how 


Hitler came in. He was go¬ 
ing to make damn sure 
that the Jews didn’t take 
over Germany or Europe. 
That’s why he fried six mil¬ 
lion of those guys, you 
know. Jews would have 
owned the God-damned 
world.” 

When he was acquitted 
Monday, the B’nai Brith 
said the verdict is inexcus¬ 
able, and that Canadian 
hate crime legislation 
needs to be reviewed, i.e. 
strengthened. 

Of course there are nu¬ 
merous human rights tri¬ 
bunals that could still dis¬ 
cipline Ahenalcew. B.C.’s 
code, for example, says 


simply that a person must 
not publish or cause to be 
published anything that 
discriminates against a 
person or group, or expos¬ 
es them to hatred or con¬ 
tempt. Under B.C.’s code, it 
would be much easier to 
find Ahenalcew guilty. 

I could ask the question 
this way: Do you believe in 
freedom of speech for The 
Ottawa Citizen? The paper 
was found guilty of li¬ 
belling a former cop, Dan- 
no Cusson, who took it up¬ 
on himself to go to New 
York in the wake of 9/11 
with his dog, trying to free 
trapped survivors. The Citi¬ 
zen called it an ill-con¬ 


ceived misadventure; Cus¬ 
son was offended and sued 
— and was awarded 
$125,000 by a jury. 

Now it’s before the 
Supreme Court of Canada, 
where media lawyers are 
pleading for libel laws to 
be liberalized. Obviously, 
we do not really believe in 
freedom of speech. Instead 
we argue about it. Some¬ 
times restrictions seem to 
make sense; who wants 
some guy going around the 
country spewing hateful 
lies about Jews? In others, 
we’re not so sure. To shut a 
reporter up, should all you 
have to do is sue for libel? 
Not a good idea if we want 


the truth to emerge. 

Here’s the thing. 

If we believe in “free¬ 
dom” we have to tolerate 
lies as well as truth, errors 
as well as accuracy. 

Freedom of speech pro¬ 
tects us all from the conse¬ 
quences of our utterances 
and idiotic notions. 

Freedom of speech is 
clear: If you think it, you 
can say it. 

So one more time, do 
you still believe in freedom 
of speech? For me, the an¬ 
swer is still — and always 
will be — yes.

A group of more than 75 
web-focused companies 
and organizations, includ¬ 
ing Google, eBay and 
Amazon, are calling on 
Canadian regulators to de¬ 
velop a“nuanced” 
approach when it comes 
to the thorny issue of 
phone and cable 
companies who manage 
Internet traffic on their 
networks. 

In filings this week to 
the CRTC in advance of a 
July probe into Internet 
traffic management, the 
Open Internet Coalition re¬ 


jected the suggestion put 
forward by Bell Canada 
Inc. and Rogers Communi¬ 
cations Inc. that certain 
bandwidth-intensive appli¬ 
cations need to be actively 
managed to prevent them 
from bogging down the In¬ 
ternet. 

Bell and Rogers current¬ 
ly use software to sniff out 


mainly peer-to-peer file¬ 
sharing protocols and put 
them in the equivalent of 
an Internet slow lane dur¬ 
ing peak usage periods. 

Jacob Glide, the policy 
counsel for Google Canada, 
said the unnecessarily 
blunt approach threatens 
to render a whole segment 
of current and future web 


applications unworkable. 

“The evidence suggests 
that the best ways for ISPs 
to deal with congestion in 
their networks is to invest 
in bigger, faster, open net¬ 
works,” said Glide. 

“And while we also rec¬ 
ognize that sometimes 
ISPs will need to traffic 
over their networks, you 
can’t do that in a manner 
that’s specific to certain 
applications or content. 
When you do that, you un¬ 
dermine innovation on¬ 
line.”

Hyundai’s Sonata is a mid¬ 
size sedan with the interi¬ 
or room of a full size 
sedan. Available in three 
models, prices start at 
$21,995 for a GL model 
four-cylinder and range up 
to $3i»495 for a fully 
loaded Limited V6 model. 
The Sonata Sport is priced 
between these two and 
features a small lip spoiler, 
leather bolsters on the 
seats with doth inserts, 
performance tires and 
sport-tuned suspension. 
Riding a little firmer than 
the GL or Limited models 
but with a ride still supple 
enough it is comfortable 
for all day drives. 

Subtle exterior differences 
distinguish the three Sonata 
models. Sport models have 
five-spolce alloy wheels, 
while Limited models have 
chrome exterior door han¬ 
dles and bumper inserts.

For years, New Caledon¬ 
ians have used the catch 
phrase “France in the 
Pacific” to promote their 
country to the internation¬ 
al tourist market. And it’s 
certainly that, with a 
melange of fashionistas 
and folks dad in the casu¬ 
al, brightly-coloured cloth¬ 
ing that reflects an island 
lifestyle. 

There are inspiring land¬ 
scapes and water that is as 
intensely turquoise as it is 
rich with marine wonders. 
But amidst the exotic set¬ 
ting, the country’s capital 
city, Noumea, emits a dis¬ 
tinctly European feel, 
thanks to its colonial build¬ 
ings, town square, gar¬ 
dens, markets, designer 
boutiques, patisseries and 
sidewalk cafes. 

While Aussies, New 
Zealanders, the Japanese 
and the French have 
flocked to this South Pacif¬ 
ic paradise for years, no 
one I knew could offer me 
any firsthand advice before 
I journeyed there myself. 

In fact, I wasn’t exactly 
certain where it was in the 
South Pacific. By the time I 
returned, however, I knew 
it was in a place that de¬ 
fines natural beauty. 

New Caledonia is com¬ 
posed principally of the 
Isle of Pines, Loyalty Is¬ 
lands and a mainland 


that’s divided into north¬ 
ern and southern prov¬ 
inces. The archipelago is 
splendidly tucked amid a 
trio of better-known get¬ 
aways. Noumea lies about 
1,970 kilometres northeast 
of Sydney, 1,805 kilome¬ 
tres northwest of Auckland 
and 1,300 kilometres 
southwest of Nadi, Fiji. 

So it’s a perfect stop for 
travellers heading to any 
of these more prominent 
destinations. 

But for those into diving, 
there’s little need to go 
elsewhere. The mainland 
is cocooned in the world’s 
largest lagoon, with water 
temperatures that range 
from an inviting 21 to 28 
C. The reef can be as close 
as a couple of kilometres 
from the coast in some 
spots or over 60 in others. 

This magnificent marine 
environment bursts with 
fluorescent corals, sea 
cows, starfish, sea sponges, 
turtles, sea urchins and 
even humpback whales. So 
to call it an aquatic para¬ 
dise understates the case

somewhat. 

Upon arriving at Tontou- 
ta International, I hit the 
ground running. Even be¬ 
fore I checked in at Le Meri- 
dien Noumea I took in the 
Tjibaou Cultural Centre. 

Housing a collection of 
art and traditional craft- 
worlc gathered from 
throughout New Caledonia 
and the wider Pacific, this 
architectural masterpiece 
showcases the culture of 
New Caledonia’s Kanalc 
people via three “villages” 
linked by a pathway that 
winds through gardens 
along the footsteps of their 
mythical First Man, Tea 
Kanalce. 

After a healthy dose of 
local insight, I headed back 


to the colourful capital of 
Noumea, which was found¬ 
ed in 1854 by Tardy de 
Montravel, a French naval 
officer. 

Since then, it’s been 
fashioned by sailors and 
missionaries, governed by 
the French military and 
claimed as a U.S. Army 
headquarters during the 
Second World War. 

Today, this peninsula 
city emits a distinctive Eu¬ 
ropean feel with its colo¬ 
nial buildings, town 
square, gardens, markets, 
designer boutiques, patis¬ 
series and sidewalk cafes. 
For handy sightseeing, a 
small train makes a scenic 
circuit with stops at key 
sites between the city cen¬ 
ter and the main tourist 
area of Anse Vata. 

Tight on time but deter¬ 
mined to explore the 


southern province’s interi¬ 
or landscapes, I opted for a 
highly recommended Cale¬ 
donia Tours excursion to 
Blue River Park. Our host, 
Francois Tran, was perhaps 
the most well-versed guide 
I’ve ever encountered. 

Both a gentleman and a 
scholar, native New Cale¬ 
donian Tran shared with 
us the 22,350-acre forest 
reserve that’s home to a 
plethora of native plants 
and wildlife, including the 
territory’s rare and revered 
cagou birds. 

Missing out on the 
northern province and 
Loyalty Islands, I did man¬ 
age a day trip to the Isle of 
Pines — yet another good 
move. 

This sliver of heaven that 
measures almost nine kilo¬ 
metres wide and 18 kilo¬ 
metres long proves once 


again that good things 
come in small packages. 
Even before my 20-minute 
Air Caledonie flight from 
Noumea’s domestic Ma¬ 
genta Airport landed, it 
was obvious how this beau¬ 
ty garnered the moniker 
The Jewel of the Pacific. 

Etched with towering 
Araucaria pines, aquama¬ 
rine lagoons and powdery 
white sand beaches, it’s 
stunning in every sense of 
the word. Here, I finally 
dove into the warm water 
world that surrounds this 
remote destination. 

After an island tour, I 
sailed on a traditional 
Melanesian pirogue or out¬ 
rigger, kayaked and 
snorkelled in a natural 
swimming pool at Oro Bay. 
If you’re into aquatic bliss 
like I am, Isle of Pines will 
put you over the edge. 

True to nearly every¬ 
thing in New Caledonia, 
this was yet another of 
those dreamy places I nev¬ 
er wanted to leave. My on¬ 
ly consolation was know¬ 
ing I could return.

Putting a cork in French wine tourism

Health lobby 
could prevent 
vintners from 
holding wine 
tastings 

The French wine trade 
fears new health rules 
could force vintners to 
keep the cork on bottles 
when visitors come to 
their cellars, dealing a se¬ 
rious blow to growing 
wine tourism by stigmatiz¬ 
ing the beverage. 

French parliament will 
debate early in March a pro¬ 
posed law that carries an ar¬ 
ticle banning promotional 
sales of alcoholic beverages 
as a way of curtailing binge- 
drinking among youths. 

The wine sector fears the 
cure may be worse than the 
disease and could lead to a 
ban on wine tastings at a 
time of limits on advertis¬ 
ing and plans to attack In¬ 
ternet sales. 

“It’s unthinkable, it 
would be a disaster and 
many people in France 
could lose their job. Tast¬ 
ings are an integral part of 


promoting wine and edu¬ 
cating people to consume 
with reason,” said Marie- 
Christine Tarby, head of the 
Wine and Society body. 

Tarby said that France 
was less impacted by binge¬ 
drinking than other coun¬ 
tries and wine played no 
role in that phenomenon. 

For many people, wine is 
part and parcel of French 
culture and history. 

The sector employs 


340,000 people and wine is 
among the top 10 export 
revenue earners. Wine and 
vines are part of the attrac¬ 
tions that make France a 
top world tourism destina¬ 
tion. 

Wine, cheese, baguette, 
beret and Eiffel Tower are 
among the key words that 
people associate with 
France. 

Tourists visit vineyards 
and taste the wines, buying 


a bottles to take home wine- 
| tourisminffance.com. 
p But for the health lobby, 
§ the eternal image of a 
I Frenchman with a black 
| beret and blue shirt sitting 
£ at a table with an open bot- 
g tie of cheap wine is an out- 
n rage and outdated. 

Encouraged by recent 
successes such as a smok¬ 
ing ban for restaurants and 
bars and advertisement re¬ 
strictions, the health au¬ 
thorities want the French 
to drink less and fight alco¬ 
holism. 

Alcohol was related to 22 
per cent of traffic deaths in 
France in 2007 and is a con¬ 
tributing factor to heart dis¬ 
ease. 

At the same time, some 
doctors have found that 
modest consumption of 
wine can be beneficial to 
hearts and health. 

The wine organizations, 
such as those of the Bur¬ 
gundy or Bordeaux wine 
makers, have not been sit¬ 
ting still and are doing their 
bit to fight drink-driving by 
handing out breathalysers. 

Any adverts promoting 
wine need to cariy a warn¬ 
ing urging people to con¬ 
sume modestly and on 


some wine Web sites it 
spelled out that “modera¬ 
tion” means a maximum of 
three glasses a day for a 
man, two for a woman, and 
at least one day a week off 
drink. 

The image of wine in 


France has taken a few hits 
recently. President Nicolas 
Sarkozy does not drink 
wine and Paris mayor 
Bertrand Delanoe auc¬ 
tioned off a good part of the 
townhall’s famed wine col¬ 
lection.

ria Radio co-host Debbie Rochon 
and Toronto-based Rue Morgue 
magazine editor-in-chief and horror 
tattoo canvas Jovanlca Vuclcovic. 

“We did this film to help dispel some of 
the myths surrounding women and hor¬ 
ror,” Davies says. “Women have actually

paparazzo Adnan Ghalib. 

Jamie Spears described 
the cellphone incident in 
testimony Monday in a Los 



Angeles court as he sought 
to maintain a restraining 
order against Lutfi, whom 
Jamie has claimed ha¬ 
rassed Britney and has 
sought to undermine 
Jamie’s legal control over 
her life. 

“When (Lutfi) was in 
so-called control, she’d 
lost everything — her 
kids and career,’ 
Jamie said at the 
hearing. “I believe 
he’s a predator, I be 
lieve he’s very 
dangerous to 
her ... and 
causes her a 
lot of anguish 
and disbe¬ 
lief.”

Jamie also revealed why 
his daughter locked herself 
in a bathroom with son 
Jayden, leading to her first 
hospitalization last year. 

“She was told by Lutfi

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Lamb with 
Zucchini 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tsp (10 ml) sesame oil 
1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon juice 

1 oz (25 g) fresh ginger, 
peeled and finely chopped 
1/4 cup (50 ml) chopped 
fresh mint 

12 oz (350 g) lean lamb leg, 
cut into thin slices 
11/2 lb (700 g) large waxy 
new potatoes, scrubbed 
1/4 cup (60 ml) canola oil 

2 zucchini, sliced on the di¬ 
agonal 

6 scallions, sliced on the di¬ 
agonal 

1 cup (250 ml) shelled fresh 
or frozen peas, thawed if 
necessary 

1 tbsp (15 ml) salt-reduced 
soy sauce 

1/3 cup (80 ml) diluted salt- 
reduced beef or vegetable 
stock 

2 tsp (10 ml) honey 

METHOD: 

1. Whisk sesame oil, lemon 
juice, half of ginger and 1 
tbsp (15 ml) chopped mint 
in shallow dish. Add lamb 
and stir, then cover and 
leave to marinate. 

2. Put potatoes in a large 
pot and pour over boiling 
water to cover. Bring back 
to boil, half-cover pot and 
simmer 12 minutes or until 
almost tender. Drain and 
leave until cool enough to 
handle. Cut across into 
slices slightly thicker than 


1/4 in. (5 mm), then cut 
slices into sticks. Put into 
bowl, drizzle with 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) canola oil and gen¬ 
tly toss to coat. 

3. Heat 1 tbsp (15 ml) oil in 
wok or large frying pan. 
When oil is hot, add lamb 
and stir-fry over high heat 1 
minute or until just 
browned, but still fairly 
rare. Remove and set aside. 

4. Add remaining oil to 
wok and, when hot, add 
sliced zucchini. Stir-fiy 1 
minute, then add potato 
sticks. Cook 3-4 minutes, 
stirring, until lightly 
browned, taking care not to 
break up potatoes. Add 
scallions and cook 1 more 
minute, stirring. 

5. Reduce heat to medium 
and add peas, soy sauce, 
stock, honey and 
remaining ginger. Return 
lamb with any juices. Stir- 
fiy 2-3 minutes or until liq¬ 
uid is bubbling and eveiy- 
thing is tender and hot. 
Season to taste, scatter re¬ 
maining chopped mint 
over top, and serve.
